Again the 
cap exploded without firing the powder. The President 
instantly rushed upon him with his uplifted cane;

EDITORIAL 


A BETTER CHANCE FOR PROGRESS 


THE SHARPSHOOTING U.S. VOTER HAS PICKED OFF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY’S MAIN OBSTACLES 


One of the closest elections in America’s history was also full 
of fascinating quirks and surprises. One Roosevelt, with his 
father’s magic name, was soundly beaten; another, who had 
some headline handicaps, was elected. An unknown young 
chicken farmer came hurtling up as governor of Pennsylvania, 
smashing a machine that has ruled virtually uninterrupted since 
the Civil War. A Utah college president, who was not even a 
candidate until a pathological liar had to quit two weeks before 
election, won a Republican congressional seat. In Florida a for- 
mer West Pointer who had the distinction of once being socked 
by fellow Cadet Eisenhower (and admits he deserved it) was 
elected to the legislature. 

Interesting though it all is, just what was the American voter 
trying to tell us? Precisely what he said, or whether he said any- 
thing at all, is far from clear; so are the final results. But if the 
present lineup stands, the Democrats have gained eight gover- 
norships, control of the House by 29 votes, and of the Senate 
by two votes (including Crypto-Democrat Wayne Morse). Does 
this mean a repudiation of Eisenhower and his brand of progres- 
sive Republicanism? Certainly not; even his enemies do not 
claim it. The most notable Republican Senate victory was that of 
New Jersey's Clifford Case, who was stabbed in the back, not 
only by McCarthyites, but by all the rule-or-ruin mossbacks of 
his party. The most notable defeat was that in Illinois of Joe 
Meek, a candidate who, whether or not a mossback, was a 
McCarthy apologist showing no signs of statesmanship. Both 
events made it clear that Eisenhower can now safely throw off, 
for all time, his main obstacles, mecarthyism and mossbackism, 


Was it a mandate of any kind for the Democrats? No, and the 
Democrats themselves are not reading it as such, Actually, the 
Republican losses were far smaller than everybody had expected 
from the pollsters—most of whom were fooled again by the 
capacity of the independent voter to cross party lines in raz 
quilt fashion. The closeness of most contests demonstrates that 
the Republicans, after two decades as a minority party, are now 
very close toa parity with the Democrats (who got only 371,000 
more votes outside the South), and are even eroding the South's 
one-party system, They made gains in Florida and Texas, and 
kept most of their previous gains made in Virginia and North 
Carolina; they showed great gains of strength in the West. 
Moreover, the Democrats’ phony cry of depression, and the 
demagogic appeal to farmers on price supports, fell flat in most 
states. Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Benson, who was a marked 
man for talking honest realities, emerges both vindicated and 
strengthened. Clearly, if Republicans can run this close a race 
without their champion running, their ability to re-elect Eisen- 
hower in 1956 seems assured. 

The election was significant in other ways. Seldom had U.S. 
voters demonstrated such a fine sharpshooting capacity for 
discriminating, on both men and issues. They shunned pro- 
Communists so decisively that New York’s American Labor 
Party cannot stay on the ballot. Voters defeated California’s 
Representative Robert Condon, who had been accused of pro- 
Communism, But at the same time they kicked out such extreme 
rightists as McCarthy’s admires, Representatives Charles Ker- 
sten of Wisconsin, Kit Clardy of Michigan and Fred Busbey of 
Illinois. As Eisenhower well said, the day after election, voters 
everywhere seemed to show a preference for the middle of the 
road—which he has so persistently advocated. Republicans 
helped elect Ohio's Frank Lausche, a nominal Democrat who 
supported Bob Taft’s last race by his silence. Connecticut's 
conservative Democrat Abe Ribicoff got enough disgruntled 
Republican votes to unseat John Lodge by a whisker. In the one 


decisive upset—Pennsylvania’s capture by 36-year-old George 
Leader—the Republicans did as much to defeat themselves, 
through intramural feuding and sheer fecklessness, as Leader 
did to win, Certainly the states thus captured by the Demo- 
crats give them their biggest single beachhead for 1956, through 
the vast patronage commanded by. state governments, the power 
to fill the many congressional vacancies which death always 
brings, and also as a stage on which to rear potential presiden- 
tial timber. However, Republican ranks are strengthened by 
two phenomenal vote-getters in California’s Governor Goodwin 
Knight, and F.D.R. Jr.’s nemesis, Jacob Javits, the new attorney 
general of New York State. 


But how will the nation fare during the two years ahead? Eisen- 
hower—like Truman, Hoover and Wilson before him— must 
now attempt to run a coalition government, placate the “enemy” 
which will control both houses, and do his best to win favorable 
compromises for his program. Yet that is exactly what Eis 
hower's whole experience has fitted him to do. It was precisely 
his genius for reconciling opposing views and obtaining work- 
able compromises that distinguished his command of the great- 
est armed coalition in history. Not only did he sandwich Brit- 
ish and American officers into every command structure, in 
ers, but made them work harmoniously togethe 
own example, 

“ Actually, he is not going to be confronted with strange, new 
faces. The men he must confront—George of Foreign Relations, 
Byrd of Finance, Russell of Armed Services, McClellan of Goy- 
ernment Operations, Majority Leader Johnson, Speaker Sam 
Rayburn, etc.—are the same men he dealt with long ago in 
SHAEF and as U.S. Chief of Staff, men, moreover, who are his 
personal admirers and many of whom sought his presidential 
candidacy on their own ticket in 1948. In many areas of hi: 
pro am—notably that of foreign trade—Eisenhower can count 
‘on greater support from this team than he ever could from John 
Bricker or John Taber. To most of these men, Eisenhower is, 
indeed, “Mr. Moderation” in person; his instinct for the middle 
of the road is generally their own. If they tip a little farther to 
the left of center, that can, in fact, accelerate, rather than re- 
tard the social aspects of his domestic program. If there is any 
danger, it is that Eisenhower's preference for compromise can 
prevent him from stepping out ahead of Democrats and Repub- 
licans alike to take the bolder steps that are desperately needed 
to give the U.S. an imaginative and coherent world economic 
policy, now so woefully lacking. 

In sum, Republicans no longer have to feel that there are just 
“too many Democrats”; they can shed the inferiority complex 
hammered into their reflexes by 20 years of trouncing. The elec- 
torate, by refusing to vote decisively against them, has given its 
general approval to the Eisenhower job so far. By virtue of its 
defeats as well as its victories, the Republican party has been 
given another chance, perhaps even a better chance, to show 
what it can do. Democrats, who count themselves more “‘liber- 
al” and “progressive,” are going to have to decide just what it 
is they wish to “progress” toward, rather than dwell on the fad- 
ing glories of the New Deal. The New Deal is now quite an old 
deal; the problems ahead are those of a jet-powered, nuclear age 
that moves faster than sound and involves the actual survival or 
destruction of the human race. For this age, old slogans are not 
enough. The question that will be before the people, in 1956 as 
in the next two years, is not which party talks the most “pro- 
gressive” theories but which party offers the nation the best 
chance of making genuine progress, in the literal sense of the 
word, toward a better country, and toward a better world.

FOR SAND SAILORS 


Wheeled yachts race on a beach at Lancashire 


FLIPPING OVER in sud- 
den gust of wind, yacht 
tips despite efforts of skip- 
per hanging on to rope. 


Sand sailing—scudding the length of a hard- 
packed beach in a low-slung, rubber-tired craft 
s practiced on various beaches around the 
world, But the best spot of all is Lytham St. 
Annes on the Lancashire coast of England. 
There over the past four years the members 
of the Fylde International Sand Yacht Club 
have found a sand sailor’s paradise. The vast 
sandhill-bordered expanse of beach is a mile 
wide when the tide is out. The shore is always 
fanned by a steady, forceful northwesterly 
breeze coming in from the Irish Sea, 

At Lytham St. Annes, the triangular-shaped, 
steel-framed craft can rush down the beach, 
picking up speed as they go, then make a sud- 
den whiplash turn at the end without slowing 
down. Sometimes, with the gusts, they capsize 
but when the going is good the sand sailors can 
get up to 40 mph—much faster, they like to 
point out, than any seagoing sailor can ever go.

Characteristically, Dulles went on gathering hi 
thoughts; the prolonged hush was broken only by the restless seratch- 
ing of his pencil. Then he told the ministers—France’s dark, dour 
Pierre Mendés-France, Germany’s stiff, stern Konrad A\ 
rest—what was on America’s mind, He spoke soberly of “disillusionment” 
in the U.S. and he mourned the “climate of dissension” in Europe. His 


words told the rude truth; the U.S. wanted constructive action on Euro- 
pean defense—fast. If this action did not come, could be 
counted on for little further help. If it did come. . would still 
put its weight behind Western European defense. Unspoken, but un- 
derstood by all, w sickening succession of events that, month 
upon month for a year now, had wearied Washington: the retreat in

“Shooting the works” was as simple. as matter of fact, as that. 

The momentousness of this offer can be judged in two ways. From 
the standpoint of a British Tory politician it was “formidable” in- 
deed. [t moved the frontier of Britain from the Rhine to the Elbe. It 
forswore for half a century the age-old island dream of “this fortress 
built by Nature for herself.” It abandoned Churchill’s doctrine of 
making no new major commitment not shared by the U.S. More pain- 
ful still to Tory politicians, it abandoned also all hopes of reducing, 
for decades to come, Britain’s compulsory two-year military service. 
Even if these abandoned hopes and doctrines were mere island nos- 
talgias, already made obsolete by the grim realities of survival, they 
were real myths to Englishmen, and their abandonment will give 
Eden’s political opponents much ammunition. 

But even nonislanders, who can discount the domestic cost of 
Eden’s gesture, cannot deny its momentous weight on another scale 
—the scale of its international effects. If diplomacy is largely an art 
of timing, this was diplomacy at its best. It was almost as though 
Eden’s concession had been maturing in the cellars of diplomacy for 
this and no other occasion. It was produced at a time when every- 
body stood to gain the most from it and nobody, except the Soviets, 
could lose. Here were some of its effects: 

For France, Eden’s commitment meant the realization of the fond- 
est hope of every French statesman: the promise of British strength 
on the Continent to offset German power. For Germany it offered a 
way back from international exile to full 
sovereignty, admission to NATO and a 
respected role in the European family. 
For Italy it meant the rescue of its for- 
eign policy from the awful void that had 
followed the death of EDC. For the high 
command of NATO it meant a firmer 
hand on the contr the West Euro- 
pean defense establishment, to be made 
still stronger by 12 fully armed 

isions. For the . it meant the 

ion of its long bet on Europe, plus 
a dramatic steadying of relations with 
Britain, and a much pleasanter role for 
Mr. Dulles tl he has had to play in 
some ti These were some of the re- 
sults of the London Conference. No 
wonder Mr. Dulles, a man not given 
to hyperbole, could announce to the 
world a “diplomatic miracle.” 

Eden has been called a “spe 
in hopeless situations.” The death of 
EDC gave him one. It had left most 
Western diplomats staring in mute hor- 
ror at the chasm at their feet, a chasm 
into which all alternatives, indeed all 
conceivable versions of a viable West- 
ern Europe, seemed to be crumbling. 
In this crisis Mr. Dulles correetly dis- 
played the negative virtues of restraint 
and omission of error, and his cool, 
slightly ominous but never hostile pos- 
ture probably did more to spur West- 
ern Europe to action than he will ever get credit for. It was Eden, 
however, who figured out what action to take, and took it 

“He just phoned me one morning,” Sir Ivone Kirkpatrick, the F 
eign Office’s deft and brainy Permanent Undersecretary, recalls, 
said he thought he'd pack a briefcase and go around the capitals. No 
bright young carcer officer like myself gave him the idea. It was his 
own quite entirely.” And off Mr. Eden went—to Brusse Beats 
Rome and Pari ‘accompanied by one aid and armed with on 
The idea (‘I just decided it made good sense one morning in the 
bath,” says Eden) consisted of merely plucking from the Foreign 
Office files the old Brussels Treaty of March 1948. This had been 
signed by five European powers, including Great Britain, as a pledge 
of mutual aid against any aggression. 


The symmetry of the idea 


HERE was nice symmetry to Mr. Eden’s idea because: 1) a docu- 
ment to which Britain was already pledged, it offered a kind of 
Jzchead for Britain's new role on the Continent, 2) its call for “eco- 
nomic, social and cultural collaboration” as well as mutual military 
istance jibed with the Western Union idea so popular in Germany 
and in the U.S., and 3) unlike NATO, a strictly military organization 
(which could hardly assume the quixotic function of restricting the 
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SUCCESSFUL TEAM of Eden and Dull 
floor as the Paris conferences draw to their momentous end, 


contributions of any of its members), the Brussels Treaty could be 
used to set agreed military ceilings, i.c., limit German armaments, and 
this was a must as far as France was concerned. Such was the diplo-

and signatures at Paris. It was an able and courageous performance;

The biographers’ torment 


ix Axtuony Ene is the kind of man whose character, tempera- 
S ment and habits are perfectly designed to torment all biogra- 
phers, who find themselves helplessly retreating (like fellow M.P. 
Woodrow Wyatt) to such epigrams as: “The most extraordinary 
thing about Anthony Eden is that there is nothing extraordinary 
about him.” While these words express well enough the kind of face- 
less image of urbanity that Anthony Eden has seemed ever to turn 
to the world, they are neither very illuminating nor very accurate. 
Of several extraordinary things about Eden, the first and perhaps 
most extraordinary was his father. By the time Anthony was born in 
June of 1897 at Windlestone Hall in County Durham, the seat of the 
Edens for almost 400 years, Sir William Eden had won fair fame 
as a painter, a crack shot, the best man to hounds in the north of 
England and the least likable eccentric 
known to his wide circle of insulted 
acquaintances, “Anthony is really un- 
derstandable,” one of Anthony’s friends 
explains, “only in terms of the profound 
influence of his father.” By this is meant 
the exact opposite of usual paternal in- 
fluence; the man, Anthony Eden, is 
the carefully constructed, steadily di 
plined creation of a son inspired by 
+ to be as little like him as possible, 
man of intel- 
nce and artistic sensitivity who could 
find (as his son Timothy has written) 
ost as much delight in the of 
se or the physical perfection of a 
boxer as in the sombre magnificence of 
a Byzantine cathedral or the lines of a 
leafless tree.” But he lived his life and 
his passions in a world that was a kind 
of chamber-of-horrors of his own mak- 
ing, populated by the most terrible de- 
mons: skipping children (including his 
own), barking dogs, garrulous guests, 
the smell of tobacco, rainy weather, a 
bad shot, a miscue at billiards, and re- 
gion. To the intrusion of any of these 
terrors, Sir William responded with pan- 
icked flight or implacable temper. 
Christmas holidays brought 
their twin menaces of children and re- 
ligion, one of his sons recalls, “he fled 
from his house like a hunted deer,” 
trumpeting in retreat his scorn of “the Babe of Bethlehem and all 
that!” The sight of a red flower—he detested red—sent him into a de- 
lirium of rage. the sight of a stunted plant sent him yelling and crash- 
ing through his greenhouse, unexhausted till he smashed every flower 
and hurled the pots through the roof. Entertaining a bishop at break- 
fast one morning, he found the food served them so little to his liking 
that he threw tray, pots, cups and dishes through the dining room 
windows. Oaths, screams and wildly flying objects were his normal re- 
tort to the sound of a barking dog. His rudeness to guests was natu- 
ral and unaffected. His intolerance of the opinions of others was no 
mean querulousness: it was majestic insolence. 
ir Williams's wide-eyed wrath at the least offensive sound or deed, 
which would be simple irritability in others, was in him the outrage 
of a man who knew that all the world was but a clumsy conspiracy 
to produce annoyance, the only definition of sin he understood. “Oh 
God!” he cried one morning, watching through the window the rain 
pouring down to spoil his hunt. “Oh God! How like You!” Old and

ANTHONY'S FATHER, m Eden, who was the fifth 
baronet of Maryland, was a violent social nonconformist whose 
uncontrolled temper tantrums antagonized all of his children. 
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that tolerance embraces what selfishness fears, that compromise 
heals what arrogance wounds. There was also the fierce dignity 
that saved Sir William’s lifelong growl from sinking to a whine. 
“Walk,” he used to say, “as if you had bought the earth!” And 
to one son he wrote the terse sermon: “There is only one thing 
in life worth living, and that is to run straight. Don’t, for God’s 
sake, ever play a double game or give people away who trust you. 
(The truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth.” In all 
this were some of the makings of a young man whom Sir William 
might never understand but in whom he might, had he lived, have 
taken a furious, snarling pride. 

Young Anthony’s Ford tetiicnamarclildnme a dlbraionnrs 
his father until, aged 9, he left home and governess for fashion- 
jable Sandroyd, then to Eton in 1911. Here his record was sound 
without being brilliant. He showed an exceptional interest in poli- 
tics.

In the King’s Royal Rifle Corps, known also as 
“the 60th Rifles,” Anthony at 19 became the youngest adjutant 
in the British army and won the Military Cross. Transferred at one 
time from the Ypres salient to the 
Somme, Eden for a while slogged 
about in trenches that were but a 
few yards away from a German de- 
tachment that included a corporal 
who later assumed the name Adolf 
Hitler. Almost 20 years later, meet- 
ing for the first time at a splendid 
luncheon in the British Embassy in 
Berlin, the two men would refight 
the Somme battle on the back of a 
menu that is now a grim souvenit 

Oxford, which Eden entered in 
October 1919, was besieged by him 
with the studious intensity of a man 
fighting to make up for the lost 
years. As Robert Boothby recalls, he 
“lived within himself in a quite un- 
usual degree,” shying from friends 
and disdaining extracurricular ac- 
tivities. Majoring in Oriental lan- 
guages, he mastered Persian and 
Arabic for high honors. Vacations 
were spent perfecting his French 
across the Channel. 

But beneath the smooth, rather sleek exterior of the diligent 
student, the devoted reader of Dickens and Jane Austen, the 
flickered a not common intensity of feeling that, at this time, fired 
a passionate interest in modern painting, especially the work of 
Cézanne. He founded the art-minded Uffizi Society and in a paper 
he wrote on Cézanne appears one of those rare, quick, candid 
clues to his own character.

his si 's mother-in-law, the dowa- 
ger Countess of Warwick, who blun- 
dered into politics under the spell of 
a sudden and quixotic espousal of 
socialism. The campaign was near- 
ing its crisis when Eden married 
Beatrice Beckett, the darkly hand- 
some daughter of the owner of the 
Yorkshire Post. The shadow of po- 
litical life fell across their marriage 
from the start, for their honeymoon 
lasted only two days before they 
both rushed back to canvassing. 
Thus, at 26, Eden became a mem- 
her of Parliament, representing a 
constituency which has been his 
ever since. 

He was “Captain Eden” to the 
London of the '20s: good looking, 
well bred, articulate in the Com- 
mons without being pretentiously 
disputative, a figure to summon to 
mind the remark that “Men, like 
bullets, go farthest when they are 
smoothest.” His parliamentary discourses are remembered as in- 
cisive and uneloquent remarks on Middle Eastern boundary prob- 
lems and Imperial Preference. He had a knack for the turgid phrase| 
which he amply displayed, following a tour of the Empire, in a 
book called Tees in the Sun. At one point, as Eden rounds off a 
description of an Australian cannery, the reader is summoned

For 
Britain was entering upon that era when Tory and Labor parties 
were to rival one another in their long obeisance to peace and 
invitation to war. At the first Commons session in which young 
Eden sat, the Undersecretary of State for Air delivered the key- 
note for 15 years of pacifist foll s is not the best 
weapon in diplomacy y is to have a 
sound and righteous cause. ... If you want Peace you must pre- 
pare for Peace.” And Eden's maiden speech was in fact a retort to 
this fatuity: "Surely, the point is rather that we should prepare to 
defend ourselves against an attack from any quarter.” 

Something else, rather distinctive and peculiarly British, shaped 
itself in those yea his Captain Eden of the lost generation had 
a special identity: he was one of the thousands of junior British 
officers who had borne the ugliest burden of the slow, agonizing 
trench battle that was World War I. Between such officers—those 
who lived—and their countrymen there grew a singular, indefina- 
ble bond of respect and affection, a thanks and a trust no less vivid 
for being beyond expression. From this has come the warm and 
changeless popular confidence that has ever followed Eden, poli- 
tician and diplomat. 

His was the swiftest rising star of Britain’s tragic "30s: from 
Parliamentary Private Secretary to Foreign Minister Austen Cham- 
berlain in 1926, Parliamentary Undersecretary for Foreign Affairs 
in 1931, Minister for League of Nations Affairs in 1935, to Foreign 
Secretary in December of that year—at 38, the youngest to hold 
that office in almost a century. The brilliance of the record was 
heightened by the blackness of the backdrops: the fiasco of fruit- 
less disarmament negotiations while the world slid steadily toward 

fitler marching unchallenged into the Rhineland and then 
i flouting a feeble League of Nations by attack- 
ing Aby war in Spain. For most days the pace of work 
was a grueling 16 hours, the routine broken by memorable but 
unrewarding moments: a meeting to discuss disarmament with 
Mussolini in Rome (“the best-dressed fool in Europe,” the Duce 
later screamed) ; a meeting with Hitler a year later, when he tried 
to get the Nazis to agree not to build military aircraft for two 
years but instead came away with the chilling knowledge that Ger- 
many already had achieved air parity with Britain. In 1935 he 
traveled to Moscow and became the first conservative politician to 
meet Stalin since the revolution. At a lavish luncheon given 
him by the Soviets the butter served bore the legend, “Peace Is 
Indivisible,” and guests nervously fingered their butter knives as 
if they were blood-stained weapons. The scent of disaster filled the 
air of all the rooms of Europe. 

In the gathering gloom—illumined only by the lightning flashes 
of Winston Churchill’s warnings—Churchill himself singled out 
Eden as “the one fresh figure of the first magnitude arising out of 
the generation which was ravaged by the War.” Why such a trib- 
ute? Almost alone, Eden saw Mussolini’s ravaging of the League

Covenant as a near-fatal blow at international order. (‘The 
League must stand firm—it cannot afford another Manchuria.”) 
Almost alone, he had become ever more passionately concerned 
with American relations, the need for U.S. strength in the waver- 
ing scales of power. Not alone but with almost unique frenzy and 
personal success, he worked to smother local flames of internation- 
al conflict—the Yugoslav-Hungarian clash following the assassina- 
tion of King Alexander in 1934, the “piracy” of Italian submarines 
intervening in the Spanish Civil War by attacking ships carrying 
supplies to the Republican government. Not least of all, though 
least known abroad, he won the respect and confidence of the 
House of Commons: he was master of his material, his answers to 
the gravest questions were crisp and ringing with sincerity, he 
seemed to bear himself with the unaffected dignity of an honest 
patriot. While the world’s press gave him fame as a diplomatic 
glamor-boy and popularizer of the “Anthony Eden hat,” Poet 
Patric Dickinson summed up the truth of the matter: 


Alas! How typically English that 

We should remember this man for his hat— 
Since he is the one politician who, it 

Is fair to say, has least of all talked through it. 


For Eden and, in a sense, for Britain, an era ended in the third 
week of February 1938. Tension between the young 
tary and Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain had been steadily g 
ing less bearable, as the latter's wooing of Mussolini 
fervor exceeded only by its folly. In this week, the Italian ambassa- 
dor, Count Grandi, twice refused to see Eden, then happily accept- 
ed a Chamberlain summons to 10 Downing Street. In that historic 
three-hour visit, Chamberlain offered all that Mussolini could 
desire—recognition of his conquest of Abyssinia, a state visit to 
the Duce in Rome—while Eden writhed in tight-lipped anger. 
Grandi reported to the Rome foreign office: It was “one of the 
most . . . extraordinary [discussions] in which it has been my lot 
to take ‘part jamberlain and Eden were not a Prime Minister and 
a Foreign Minister . . . [but] two cocks in true fighting posture.”

iene followed two days of anguished cabinet meetings. In 
the evening of the second day Eden, pale and silent, walked 
the few steps across Downing Street to his office and there, under 
the gleaming life-size portrait of George III, standing by the same 
green-topped walnut desk at which he sits today, he slowly dice 
tated: “My Dear Prime Minister, the even| 
made plain a difference betw ++.”

It was an hour and a scene singularly, wholly, belonging to 
Eden—not in the blazing headlines his action made but in the 
light thrown upon the motives and the methods of the man. These 
deserve clear understanding: 

It was no agonizing ordeal, this surrender of high office at the 
age of 40. As he reminisced to me about it recently, sitting before 
the fire in his Carlton Gardens living room: “That was no ordeal. 

mething that had to be done, you know. It was a great 
No cant, little emotion, for one does not weep over doing 
the only decent thing to do, does one? 

It was, to Eden, no conflict waged in the lofty clouds of ideologi- 
cal controversy. Numberless times in the "30s he had repeated: 
". .. we repudiate any division of Europe into the supporters of 
rival ideologies. . . . There can be only one foreign policy in this 
country—a willingness to cooperate with any country, whatever 
its form of government, that is willing to work for peace.” It was 
not the business of His Majesty’s foreign office to issue or with- 
hold certificates of good democratic behavior for all nations on 
earth. It was this office’s business to dissuade those thinking of 
war from waging war. He fought, he resigned because this business 
was being badly done. 

It was, curiously, an action that essentially had little to do with 
Italian relations and much to do with American relations—and 
Eden refused to reveal this, his decisive motive. A few weeks 
earlier, while Eden had been away in southern France, Cham- 
berlain had received Roosevelt’s confidential offer to call a con- 
ference of the great powers in Washington. Here was the first 
spark of that American entrance into world affairs which was 
Eden's keenest hope. Chamberlain, without bothering even to 
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AFTER RESIGNATION in 1938 in protest against Chamberlain’s appease 
ment, Eden was cheered as he went to a last conference at 10 Downing Street, 
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consult his Foreign Secretary, spurned the overture. Upon his 
return an irate Eden found the blunder unspeakable. Had he choser 
to reveal this, it is quite possible (as Duff Cooper later insisted 
that an angry Britain would have forced Chamberlain’s fall and 
exalted Eden as a political hero. (As it was, some 30 members of 
Parliament including Lloyd George vainly begged Eden to moun 
a major attack on Chamberlain, even form a new party.) But 
reveal the truth, as Eden knew, was to set off a political explosion 
that could hopelessly divide a nation nearing war. He kept stub 
bornly silent. 

To the event, the world reacted in its various ways. In Rome, the 
Fascist press chortled and gloated over the political passing oF 
“Lord Eyelashes.” In Cologne at Carnival time, a gay Nazi tablea 
bannered the news: "They carried a corpse from Downing Street.’ 
A telephone call carried the news to Winston Churchill at hit 
country home at Chartwell, and few passages in all his writings 
are more extraordinary than his recollection of that night: 

“...My heart sank, and for a while the dark waters of de5 
spair overwhelmed me. In a long life I have had many ups and 
downs. During all the war soon to come and in its darkest time, 
I never had any trouble in sleeping... . But now on this night 
nenatsdloHGhie Gaceeolt Gly” alsentiekeried ie Sor EAR 
till dawn I lay in my bed consumed by emotions of sorrow and 
fear. There seemed one strong young figure standing up against 
long, dismal, drawling tides of drift and surrender. . . . He seemed 
to me at this moment to embody the life-hope of the British 1 
tion. ... Now he was gone. I watched the daylight slowly creep 
in through the windows, and saw before me in mental gaze the 
vision of Death.” 

In the 16 years that now have passed since that night, Anthony 
Eden has himself had several occasions to look upon Death ij 
various shapes and guises. Each reveals a little of the man: 

There was the September Sunday in 1939 at Eden’s Londofy 
apartment. A number of his friends were gathered there. In heart, 
sick silence they listened to the radio carrying Chamberlain’s ar) 
nouncement of war, then an announcement that a “warbling note) 
on the siren would mean the first air raid. Eden then walked over 
to the window and looked out with clouded eyes. When Robett 
Boothby asked what was the matter, he answered, “I am wonderin 
whether there is anything more I could have done to prevent this. 

There was the awful evening in May of 1940, Eden: was not, 
Secretary of State for War. The French army was shattered, the 
British Expeditionary Force crowding into Dunkirk. Only the be 
leaguered force in Calais could guard Dunkirk itself from the 
hammer blows of the German forces. On the evening of the 
26th, Eden and Churchill met at the Admiralty and aceepte 
the frightening decision: they would not relieve the Calais ba 
talions. Churchill recalls: “At 9 p.m. [we] did the deed. 0 
has to eat and drink in war, but I could not help feeling phys, 
cally sick as we afterwards sat silent at the table.” Eden h 
more to think about: the condemned force included his old reg 
ment, the 60th Rifles. 

Reminiscing recently, when I had asked him what time of h 
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career held sharpest memory, he did not speak directly of thi: 
said, "That time in the War Office, in 1940. It was close. y 
planes and 200 guns, that was all we had. It really was quite some- 
thing, you know.” 

And there was the day in 1945 when the Air Ministry told him 
that his son Simon, whose plane had disappeared over the Burma 
jungle, must be given up for lost. He had a major speech to deliver 
that night and to it he merely added a s of sympathy 
for all who had lost a cherished life in the fighting, the words 
simple, the voice evenly controlled. Then, because he was also 
fighting an election in Leamington at the time, he ordered that 
no news of his son’s death should be made public, lest an ir- 
relevant emotional note affect the political contest. (Here seems 
to come a strange echo in spirit, back to Sir William, the father 
so unlike the son, and to another war. It was a late October 
day in 1914 when an old friend came to Windlestone Hall to 
tell him that John, his eld son, had fallen before the Ki 
armies in France. Sir William, huddled in his chair, 
a long moment into the fire, then noted: “A fine deathl” And he 
never spoke of the matter again.) ay

E is, first and last, an artist,” one of Eden’s closest Foreign 

Office associates explained to me, his words echoing young 
Eden’s fervent tribute to Cézanne. “And that means there is a 
great difference between his best days and his worst. He lives on 
his nerves, a typical thoroughbred. Technical expert though he is, 
the strength of the man is imagination, confide in his own 
insight and intuition. His life is his work. An artist—that's all.” 
The daily routine is not so high-flown. Each day really begins in 
the evening, when a black leather box arrives at Eden’s apartment 
from the Foreign Office. Before sleep at night and in bed in the 
morning he works on its contents—the “submissions” which are 
digests of cables or problems, typed on their traditional blue paper. 
In red ink (the venerable prerogative of the Foreign Secretary) he 
makes his marginal notes, sends the papers hack to his office by 
10 o'clock in the morning, and his day is planned on the basis of 
his instructions. His commonest notation is a terse “Please speak,” 
addressed to one or several of his advisers. The resultant con- 
ferences fill his day. He abhors paper work, never sits still at his 
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desk more than a few moments, paces restlessly between discus- 
sions. A respectful listener, his decisions are quick and explicit. 

‘The emotions of the day are, with rarest exception, mannerly 
and disciplined. He is fair but brisk with subordinates, yet often 
rewards excellent work with an embarrassingly effusive “How 
wonderful you are!” The inherited temper is not dead but sternly 
reined. “When he is mad,” an aid observes, “he gets like a turkey 
cock, furiously red in the face” (the same image that Grandi 
used 16 years ago). But he shies from personal chastising and 
generally grumbles out his anger to himself or an aid: “Quite hope- 
less that chap, isn’t he?” And heartfelt pride in some accomplish- 
ment is as restrained as his temper: after days of such rewarding 
labor as those of the London Conference, no aid will hear more 
from him than a gentle, “Well, that was all right, wasn’t it?” It 
is the remark, half-addressed to one’s self, that becomes an Eng- 
lishman who, having few friends, belonging to no clubs other than 
the Conservative party's Carlton Club, is used to sitting in quiet 
judgment upon himself. 

What of the intellect? “He is.” a friend sums up, “quite typi 
cally English, I suppose—educated without being intellectual. 
His mind is quick, clear, versatile: neither brilliant nor profound. 
He shies from grandiose speculations and fanciful abstractions 
as much as from the eloquence to give them life. He has never 
felt like reading a paragraph of Toynbee. “When Winston gets 
talking about the marching hosts and roaring rivers of history,” 
another friend notes, “Anthony probably does not know what he 
is talking about and certainly does not much care.” With his pro- 
fessional colleagues he doubts if diplomacy is the wisest province 
for the philosopher or the prophet. Of all statesmen of Western 
Europe, he most resembles the one he most admires, Konrad 
Adenauer, in simplicity of purpose, passionate but healthy pa- 
triotism, freedom from cheap clevern Yet the strength of Ade- 
nauer is a thing of granite and the strength of Eden is of finely 
tempered steel. 

The mind of Churchill recoils in horror from the stale plati- 
tudes of an Eden speech. Yet he knows that Eden is the superior 
performer in the House of Commons: unsurpassed at answer- 
ing questions, brilliant at summing up a debate. Partly because 
he is less fond of the impudent epigram that wins smiles and 
loses friends, Eden almost certainly will prove the wiser, steadier 
party leader. 


Eden and ‘the old boy’ 


IHERE is a touch of saddening drama to the relations of the 

two men today. Binding them are bonds of ageless affection, 
an uncle-and-favorite-nephew closeness. It is based not upon the 
fact of Eden’s second marriage two years ago to Churchill's niece, 
bright and pretty 34-year-old Clarissa, but upon the years of per 
and victory deeply shared. Now all the years are weighing heavily 
upon “the old boy,” as Eden always refers to Churchill. The keen 
mind wanders in a clouded world of colossal fears, hungry hopes, 
towering memories. 

Graver still are the dreams and nightmares with which “the 
old boy” lives so intimately. The man who wrote of always sleep- 
ing so serenely, even under the bombs that for years crashed 
through London nights, now tosses in a restless slumber, rises 
often in early morning hours to phone someone, usually Eden: “I 
am very tired. I think you must get ready . . .” But the morning 
light makes the thought of retirement seem dark and fearful. 

Not age alone, but fear, fear in the grand dimensions of Church- 
illian on, is at work here. If war should come, Sir Winston 
has said to an American friend, “You would be the victor and we 
should be the victim.” In his agonized mind’s eye, he sees an 
England in ashes, a hail of atomic bombs falling, neatly as a cur- 
tain, into the Irish Sea, leaving the westerly winds to carry their 
spray of death across the island. 

No thinking human dares scoff at these specters. But they do 
not provide the material with which a Foreign Secretary goes about 
his busitiess.-An long ago as 1938, when fears of the unglimpsed 
future were only a little less horrendous, Eden stated the truth 
simply: ‘Hatred of war is good. . . . But fear of war is not so good. 
For fear of war paralyzes the will and no policy that is based upon 
fear ... can be a policy that this country should follow.” 

What, in Eden’s thinking, is such a policy? “Negotiation from 
strength’ —he has said it many times. 

That plain phrase today sums up at once the purposes and the 
resources of this Britain. This already is a strong nation. This first 
fact of British life rules all else. Its strength shows not merely in 
the deployment of its armed forces, but in the economic sinews

now to be felt in a nation that seemed so flabby but five years ago. 


An industrial index that has climbed 30% in five years, a rise of 


20% in real income in less than 10 years, a housing program that 
put up 300,000 dwellings in a year, a production rate advancing at 

% annually—these are some of the solemn signs 
of a nation excitedly prosperous. 

For the U.S. and all the world, this basic fact means several 
things. It means a Britain that can afford and sustain its present 
defense establishment. It means a Britain that will feel increasingly 
more able and more anxious to think and to act for itself. It means 
a Britain whose people, including millions of humble citizens shar- 
ing more of the pleasures of life than they have ever known, share 
a passionate, personal prayer for peace. And it means a Britain, 
therefore, that expects its statesmen to use all their strength and 
experience and wit to win that peace. 

Not many men of the Western world are going to do more to 
shape the future than Sir Anthor at his art with the 
zeal for which he cheered Cézanni ift for patience and 
compromise that Sir William quite unintentionally taught him; 
with the 8 sense of personal loyalty that has kept th 
Anthony from ever playing Brutus to the weary Churchill; with 
the loathing of war that few but a young subaltern in the trenches 
of 1915 could come to know; with the disdain for the peace-killing 
pacifism that sapped the strength of Britain in the '30s—as none 
knows better than this man 

Prudently or not, he does not fear the future. Nor does he, the 
diplomat’s diplomat, mind confessing that his hope is less reasoned 
than intuitive. “One feels certain things,” he told me. “In 1938 I 
felt it would be war, nothing else. I have no such feeling today.” 
If such sentiment prove the future will find him not only 

ime Minister but a citizen with a bit of time for some of the 

sures of his life: a good shoot, acquiring some 

more fine impressionist paintings, workin ed clothes over 

the roses that he cherishes almost as much as his fellow gardener, 
the chancellor of Germany. 

Working toward such dreams, however, stubbornly in the prag- 
matic grooves of English diplomatic tradition, he preserves the 
sturdy kind of faith that does not tarnish at the conference table. 
He expressed it once, in 1938, It was on his first visit to the United 
States, and what he told his New York audience was not ill phrased 
for one who cares so little for eloquence 

“We know that we are destined,” Eden said, ‘tin our land and 
in our generation, to live in a period of emergency of which none 
can see the end. If throughout that testing time, however long or 
short it be, we hold fast to our faith, cradle it in stone, and set 
steel to defend it, we can yet hand on our inheritance of freedom 
intact to the generations that are to come.
